The first point to remember is 
not to try to treat y ourself for a 
wound which is serious enough to 
require medical attention. The se c­ 
ond is that cleanliness is ex ceed ­ 
ingly im portant. 
Skin which has dirt 
on it also 
has germ* 
Wounds or cuts m ade 
b y 
dirty ob jects are more likely 
to produce trouble than tho*e m ade 
b y clean ones. For this reason the 
lib eral use ol soap and water, is 
the b est first step in treatment. 
Thi* alone gets 
rid of more germs 
and dirt than anything 
el*e which 
can b e used. 
l he third point to decide is what 
antiseptic or germ icide should b e 
put on. There are m any of them, 
including tincture 
of 
iodine 
and 
m any chem ical com b inations con 
tam ing mercury , silv er and certain 
dy e*. 
No preparation seem s to 
be >u- 
perior a* an all purpose antiseptic. 
Tincture oi 
iodine 
causes 
som e 
stinging in open wounds, 
but seem s 
to b e good in its ettect on germ s.
